NEARLY BEATEN TO DEATH.

It was a sorry day for Robert Thornton 
when he quit pcsing as the tattooed man in 
museums and turned burglar. 

Now he is in the holdover at the Four 
Courts with a charge of daylight burglary 
Standing against him. He admits he is 
guilty and says he expects to go to the 
penitentiary for the job Mr. Thorntons 
heaGg is a mage of bruises and contusions, 
and he says he ie heartily eick of the pro- 
fession of burglary.

Thornton is 32 years old and a native of 
Canada. He has been in the show busine 
all his life until now and if he gets out 
this trouble he says he wil] never do wron, 
again

“They got me dead to rights and I might 
as well make a clean breast of everything. 
I have been in St. Louis for nearly a year 
and I room at 823 North Sixth street. I 
have been in the museum business all of 
my life and have exhibited myself all over 
the United States and Canada. This tat- 
tooing was done in various places. I was 
last in a mesuem down on Market street, 
next door to Lahiv's tailor shop. I have 
beer? arrested twice before, but was only 
charged with being drunk. I was guilty 
both times. 

“Il was passing down on Oregon avenue 
yesterday aiternoon, and I saw that the 
front door was open. The screen was not 
locked. My clothes were preity shabby, and 
I Wanted some new ones. So I just walked 
in the front door and went upstairs. On 
the third floor I entered a bedroom and 
picked out some clothes. I didn't take very 

many, and I started to leave. 

‘Some of them saw me, and I started out 
the back way. But qust then tne whdle 
gang saw me, and they ¢6tarted after -~_ 
Il ran because I was affaid of them. 
woulé have given up the stuff, but the 
yelled at me so I was afra'‘d they would ney 
me. There was no need of beating me up 
as they did. I didn't know what it was they 
had, but they beat me until I thought I was 
dead.

The house the tattooed man robbed is a 
handsome, three-story structure, Ben Hold- 
greve boatds there, and Thornton etole a 
gold watch, chain, charm and a pair of 
trousers from him. In Herman Miller's 
room a coat and a pair of trousers were 
taken. Ben Miller first saw Thornton as 
he.was leaving and gave chase, Holdgreve 
and several others of the household joined 
in the chase. Thornton ran down the alley. 
They overtook him and were pummelling 
him so that he wes begging for mercy when

SUIT FOR HALF A MILLION. 


Property Owners Satisfied and the 
Municipality Relieved of Much 
Costly Litigation. 


The ‘‘viaduct cases,” involving litigation in the 


East St. Louls courts to the extent of nearly 
half a million dollars in damage suits, have beeu 
compromised with the plaintiffs, 18 in number, 
for $20,000. 

The sults were the outgrowth of the fonstruc- 
tion of a viaduct over Cabokia Creek and rail-

Only one or two of the suits erer got to the 
trial docket ion the City Court. Perbaps the only 
oné that ever reached a jury was under consid- 
‘eration by the jury when the tornado of May 27, 
1806, wrecked toe City Hall, which accommodated 
the City Court. During the tornado the jury, 
which had the test viaduct case under considera- 
tion, was locked in a room in the basement of 
the wrecked municipal building and the jurymen 
had a marvelous escape from deatb. 

That case went to the bigher courts, and in 
the meantime a movement for a compromise of 
all the cases was set on foot.

Gen. Otis Will Allow Only Censored 


Dispatches to Be Sent. 
Apecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The President 
is determined to continue to enforce the 
censorship of private and press dispatches 
at Manila. Within a few days he has inti- 
mated forcibly to Gen. Corbin that too 
much Information is being made public from 
the War Department. 

Gen. Otis is in eupreme authority over 
the Manila censorship, and jst is not within 
the Wir Secretary's provincé to order its 
abatement. Newspaper correspondents are 
forbidden by Gen. Otis to fille press reports 
from Hong Kong and are warned that if 
they evade the cefsorship by this method 
their “usefulness to their papers will cease 
moreeretely.” 

Col.. Thompson, the first press censor at 
Key West, is now in charge at Manila. .In 
A private letter to an officer here Col 
Thompson Writes, ‘My duties are exceed- 
ingly ody ing 

uthentic information regarding the true 
situation in Manila cannot be obtained 
from the dispatches posted at the War De- 
partment. Advices regarding the situation 
ere suppressed. It is said that the War 
Department officials go so far as to insert 
Phrases in the offic.al reports as given 
out. Among the favorite expressions of the 
official editors of the advices from Otis 
ere: “Situation improving,” “‘Rebels dis- 
integrating, “Enemy routed with great 
loss, “Rebels routed; do not think will 
make another stand,” “Better class of na- 
tives friendly to Americans.”’ 

It ix stated on high authority that the 
President himself not only approves this 
method, but has directed it.

Colorado’s Industrial Trouble 
Continues to Grow. 


TROOPS TO STAY IN THE STATE. 


FUTURE PRESENTS ONLY GLOOM 
FROM ALL STANDPOINTS. 


tess Than One-fifth of the Average 
Amount of Ore Reduced by Smel- 
ters Still in Operation and 
These May. Close. 


DENVER, June 17.~—Two days ago there 
were about 3000 men out of work in Co!- 
Orado On account of disputes with em- 
ployers over the eight-hour law and the 
wage scale To-day there are probably 
20,000 idle from the same causes. Metalifer- 
ous mines are closing down all over the 
State, and the coal mimers in Southern 
Colorado are walking out by thousands. 
Denver is the headquarters of the strike, 
for it is here the politicians, “‘epellbinders,’’ 
the organizers, the agitators and the man- 
egers of the big plants are to be found. 

The feature of the situation yesterday 
Wde a communication from the State Fed- 
eration of Labor to J. B. Grant, the prin- 


cipal representative of the trust, the Amer- 
ican Smelting and Refining Co. The letter 
asked for 1 Gonference. The answer stated 
that while the smelter managers would al- 
ways taik (to their employes, they could 
not treat with officers of the union “who 
are strangers to the emelting business.’’ 

At noon to-day the committee of citizens 
selected by’ Gov. Thomas and Mayor John- 
son to confer with the smelier representa- 
tives with a view to effecting an arrange- 
ment satisfactory to the striking employes 
met at the office of the Governor. The 
members of this committee are ex-Gov. 
Alva Adams, William Church, president of 
the Golden Pressed Brick Co.; J. K. Mul- 
len, propiretor of the Hungarian Mills; 
President Edward T. Jeffrey of the Rio 
Grande Railroad Co., and Rev. Barton O. 
Aylesworth, president of the Biate Agri- 
cultural College. 

The Argo Mill in Denver is still runnin 
two-thires capavity. The union says it will 
be let alone, but crowds of strikers loaf in 
the vicinity to argue with and ridicuie the 
inen at work. ‘the Gugzgenheim Smelter 
at Pueblo is still operating in a small way 
pending negvtiations between vicrkmen and 
employers. None is hopeful of a settlement. 

There is a slight increase of ore move- 
ment east, notably on the Union Pacific, to 
Omaha, but this is not a positive business 
for the smelters, and the ore shipped is 
what was on hand or already contracted 
for. If the present situation in Colorado 
continues there is no escape from complete 
paralysis, locally and everywhere else where 
the industry is dependent upon the output 
of the Colorado mines. The business men of 
Colorado are awakening to the danger of 
the situation. With one voice an appeal is 
made to contending parties to effect a set- 
tlement and prevent the industrial dis- 
aster which is inevitable if a general sus- 
pension of work ensues. Hopefulness in- 
spires peace talk, but privately a deep 
gioom pervades offices of railroad and min- 
ing companies and the minds of all men de- 
pendent upon mines and railroads for their 
earnings. Talk of testing the eight-hour 
law is the refuge for some, but the futility 
of this as a remedy for conditions is fully 
recognized. As an officers of the Smelters’ 
Union tersely said this morning: ‘‘We are 
going to have an eight-hour day anyway.” 

To coe the time the strikers are parad- 
ing and holding public meetings, notably 
at Pueblo and Leadville. The idle plants 
are closely guarded, though as yet there 
are no evidences of intended violence. 
There is some threatening talk, but re- 
sponsibility for this is earnestly disavowed 
by the union. No loafers or visitors are 
allowed inside the stockades surrounding 
the works and the sheriffs in the most im- 
portant counties in the State are quietly 
preparing to do their duty in case of riot.

HIS COURTESY NOT RETURNED. 


The Queen Hears His Address, Talks 
in the Commonplace and 
Bids Him Good Day. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch.

MADRID, June 17.—The reception to 
Minister Storer, which marked the renewal 
here of diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Spain, passed unnoticed 
yesterday. 

There were no military or Ambassador- 


ial honors for him. Even the few towns- 
people who happened to see the cortege 
pass evinced no interest. The ceremony 
was as strictly formal and lacking in pic- 
uresqueness ac possible. 

A few minutes before Pp. m. the chief 
introducer of Ambassadors, Count Zarco 
Del Valle. in full uniform, arrived at the 
Hotel Rome with two State carriages. 

In the first carriage, which was preceded 
by an equerry on horseback, was placed 
Col. Sickles, Secretary of Legation, in uni- 
form. In the second carriage Minister 
Storer, in full evening dress, and Count 
Zarco teok seats. An equerry rode on the 
left of this carriage, nearest the Minister. 

The principal officers of the Madrid po- 
lice were on duty near the hotel and there 
were many policemen in uniform and plain 
clothes scattered along the route to the 
Palace. 

The ride was without Incident. No one 
seemed to suspect who were in the car- 
riages, and the dizpiay was so modest that 
it did not even arouse a languid interest. 
When the carriages arrived in the great 
Public Square, a few officers and soild- 
lers of the Palace guard looked on. The 
civilians present did not number a dozen 
and they apparently were not concerned. 

There were no halberdiers on the stair- 
case nor in the throne room. Such honors 
are reserved for Ambassadors. 

At the top of the hey staircase the 
Palace dignitaries on duty received Min- 
ister Storer and Secretary Sickles, who 
were ushered into the royal presence by 
Count Zarco. 

The Queen was standing in the first ante- 
chamber with the ladies in waiting, the 
Lord Chamberlain, Duke Sotomajor, the 
chiefs of the military and eivil house- 
holds and Senor Silvela, the Premier. and 
foreign minister. 

Minister Storer slowly read an address 
couched in the most courteous terms. 

To this the Queen made no reply, but 
she conversed briefly with the American 
Minister and the secretary. 

The two men then returned to the Ho- 
tel Rome, and nothing at all happened on 
thé way. They might have been uninter- 
esting: foreigners on a pleasure trip for 
all the attention they received from the 


people.

Twenty-five Hundred Indians Out and 
Canneries in a Plight. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., June 17.—Twenty- 
five hundred Indian fishermen of rivers 
Inlet and Skeena, 20 miles up the coast, 
are on strike, and the dozen canneries on 
the northern coast are running about an 
eighth of the full capacity. The fishing 
season has just opened, and the Indians 
absolutely refuse to go to work unless they 
are guaranteed 10 cents per fish for the 
season. The canners say that they cannot 
give more than 6, or perhaps 7 cents.

TRAVELING MEN ENTER THEIR 
PROTEST AGAINST COMBINES. 


PRESIDENT DOWE’S STORY. 


Monopolies Have Thrown Out of Em- 
ployment Thousands of Drum- 
mers and Reduced Others’ Pay. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—P. E. Dowe, 
president of the American Commeroia! 
Travelers’ League, was before the Indus- 
trial Commission in ite inquiry concerning 


trusts. 

“It would be difficult,"’ Mr. Dowe said, 
“for a stranger to obtain information from 
the travelers in the employ of the trusts, 
but to me they all talk freely; and I can 
state that commercial travelers generally 
are opposed to trusts as dangerous and de- 

alizing.”’ 
— Dowe took ‘trust afier trust and told 
of the commercial travelers thrown out of 
employment by the consolidation, He said: 

‘The number of salesmen out of work be- 
cause of the United States Rubber Co. is 
300: the salesmen retained have been re- 
duced to a salary, averaging, so I am in- 
formed, $1300 a year. The American Tin 
Plate Co. cut off about @ out of every 10 
salesmen. The American Steel and Rod Cvu., 
I have been told, discharged 30 commercial 
truvelers in one day. 

“In giving these estimates I am not con- 
sidering the office force thrown out through 
trusts. 1 was not invited to speak in their 
behalf: but I will call your attention to the 
fact that the American Tobacco Co. dis- 
charged its office help in St. Louis at_the 
time of removing the headquarters to New 
York. I know of two he clerks in dif- 
ferent establishments who were discharged 
by concerns absorbed by the trusts after 
nearly 2% years of service, and hundreds of 
like instances can be discovered upon in- 
vestigation. 

“Sugar and coffee monopolies have 
thrown out 1000 galesmen; average reduc- 
tion in salary of those retained, $1000 a 
ear, 2 per cent only of the old force 
eing retained in house positions, The 
Standard Oil Co. employes fewer salesmen 
than any other concern in the mercantile 
world of one-half its capital and profits; 
Standard Oil Co. employs fewer salesmen 
in its employ, with a very few exceptions, 
to less than the income of the average me- 
chanic. The leather trust has affected 
nearly &% per cent of the salesmen; the 
electric carriage trust has compelled sev- 
eral men to seek work elsewhere. The 
thread trust has dispensed with a number 
of men; is getting rid of the remaining 
travelers by degrees, paying reduced sal- 
aries and dropping hints that it would be 
advisable for the salesmen to seek other 
occupations. The t founders’ trust has 
affected 40 men; a on, up and down 
the list; the examples mentioned will serve 
as illustrations of the whole. 

“T have heard from several thousand 
commercial travelers, many replying to a 
circular letter issued by the Commercial 
Travelers’ National (League, asking a num- 
ber of questions, and the universal opinion 
is that, as a rule, trusts have vanced 
wholesale prices, in many instances fixing 
the retail prices; that thousands of trav- 
elers have been dispensed with, and thou- 
sands have been reduced in salary, some 
being retained in house positions as mat- 
ters of policy, in tsome cases at_ former 
ay, D 
aby As July 1 and Jan, 1 are the usual 
dates for ‘term contracts with travelers, 
July 1 will find several thousand more 
commercial salesmen out of positions.” 


OWNERS WILL FIGHT TRUST. 


eS 
Joplin Miners’ Association Will Not 
Have Prices Fixed by the 
Smelter Combine. 


JOPLIN, Mo., June 17.—A war is threat- 
ened between the Zinc Smelter’s Trust and 
the Missouri-Kansas Miners’ Association 


to determine which shall fix the price of 
zinc ore. Formerly the smelters fixed the 
prices and offered just what they pleased 
for the ore. The miners could accept the 
prices offered or else keep their ore. They 
had no other alternative until the organiza- 
tion of the Zinc Miners’ Association six 
months ago. 

Every week the association makes the 
ore prices, based upon the market price 
of spelter and the assay value of the ore. 

For several weeks spelter has been de- 
clining and the ore prices were reduced ac- 
cordingly, but this week the smelters re- 
fused to pay the association's schedule, 
claiming that the prices were higher than 
warranted by the market pee of spelter. 

The ginc miners regard the smelters’ ac- 
tion as a blow at their association and 
are determined to stand together. 

They held a meeting and decided to do- 
nate 2% per cent of the output of their 
mines to the association to enable it to 
maintain its fight against the zinc emelter 
trust. The association will cable Europe 
a proposal to sell from 1000 to. 6000 tons of 
zinc ore a week. 


IRON FURNACES CHANGE HANDS. 


Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
Buys Out Sheffield Works, 

NEW YORK, June 17.—An _ important 
transaction is reported in Southern co! 
and iron properties, by which the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rallread 
Company will acquire from the §Shef- 
field Coal, Iron and Steel Company 
large tracts of coal and mineral lands and 
important manufacturing plants. The price 
is not stated, but the transfer is under- 
stood to include all the property of the 
Sheffield Company, including three mod- 
ern furnaces, two of which are in full 
blast: 70,000 acres of coal land, 300 coke 
ovens, all supplies, and other valuable ac- 
quisitions. The advantages of this con- 
trol will enable that company to fill orders 
from Mississippi and Ohio River towns 
from these fhrnaces by water transporta- 
tion. 

The Sheffield property wh) be taken over 
free of floating debt, and the profits on or- 
ders ahead on the books will go far to- 
ward paying for the property, so ft is not 
contemplated issuing any securities to pay 
for the same.

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OUR TWO WARS. 

The war with Spain lasted only 114 days. The war with the 
Philippines has now lasted 132 days. 

Our army sent to Cuba under Gen. Shafter consisted of 
about 17,000 officers and men, little more than half of whom 
reached the fighting Hne. Gen. Miles took to Porto Rico 3415. 

Since Dewey accomplished his mission in destroying the 
Spanish fleet twenty-three army expeditions have crossed the 
Pacific and four bave gone by way of the Suez Canal to con- 
quer the islands for which we paid Spain $20,000,000. These ex- 
peditione have carried 1279 officers and 87,287 men, but nearly 
500 additional officers have gone out to Manila and nearly 2000 
men who did not accompany the regular expeditions. Of the 
total force up to date scarcely 1000 have returned. 

Gen. Otis has therefore had nearly twice as many soldiers os 
were required to conquer Spain in Cuba and Porto Rico. His 
army is twice as large as the force with which Gen. Scott 
whipped Mexico. 

Our icsses In Mr. McKinley's war in the Philippines are not 
bulletined for the public by the War Department, but they far 
exceed our loss in the war declared by Congress against Spain. 
There has been fighting nearly every day since hostilities were 
begun at Manila, and our War Department is now striving 
| desperately to send 5000 more reinforcements to Gen. Otis. 
Commander Ford, Admiral Dewey's fleet surgeon, who has 
just returned home, says: ‘“‘When I left we held not quite so 
much ground as was ours during the first part of August last 
year, and our lines were restricted to the suburbs of Manila.” 

The splendid valor, dash and endurance of our soldiers is the 
only redeeming feature of this unauthorized, unnecessary, un- 
American and apparently endless war of subjugation.

CARL DUSCKER’'S EXFERIMENT. 

Carl Doscher, sugar refiner and stockholder in the Sugar 
Trust, had money that he wished to make productive. 

Being well acyuainted with a certain line of industry—the 
refining of sugar—-Mr. Doscher decided to build a big refinery. 
He did so, at a cost of about $2,000,000 and began work. 

But Refiner Dosche foolishly as it turns out, put up his 
Plant right in the territory of the big Sugar Trust. And al- 
though he was a stockholder in the trust, this was going a 
little too far, from the trust's standpoint. It could not be 
allowed. The trust promptly showed Mr. Doscher that while 
he might refine sugar to his heart's content outside the trust, 
he could not make a penny of revenue by go doing. The trust, 
controlling the price both of raw and refined sugar, cut the 
margin between them until Mr. Doscher’s refinery failed to 
make any profit. How long can Doscher afford to continue 
such a fight? How long will he be an independent sugar re- 
finer? 

Carl Doscher’s experience goes to show that trusts are not 
only organized to reap the benefit of economies, but to mo- 
nopolize the business so as to gather in the fruits of oppres- 
sion.
